Then it should be 
looked at from various vantage 
points in Albany; from Albany 
I Isles; from El Cerrito, Study the 
| model in City Hall. 

It is important to look around 
Albany—a city of homes—Madi- 
son, Curtis, Dartmouth, Neilson 
Streets; Hillside, Kains, Evelyn, 
Masonic Avenues; Albany Ter- 
race; Key Route Blvd.; etc, It 
| Will help to comprehend the City 
Budget. 

You are still not ready for the 
| Hill itself. Study the City Mast- 
|er Plan, the Parks and Recrea- 
|tion General Plan, the Citizens 
| Advisory Committee school plan.
